An Uundorground City.

Tho Ruisiana hnvn inniln a nln"ii
lar discovery In Central Aslu. lie
Turkestan, on tho right bank of thfr
Ainou Darla, is u chain of rocky hills
near tho liokharun town of Kurkl,
and a number of lurgo caves which,
upon examination, woro found ta
leud to an underground city, built
apparently long boforo tho Christian
era. Annnrrllntr tn nfTtntnu ln.f..ln.
tions and dosigns upon tho gold and ,
itvor money Aineartncu irom among.

tno ruins, tno existenco oi tho town
dates back to somo two centuries U.
C. Tho underground liokharan city
is about two versts long, and is com-
posed of an enormous labyrinth of
corridors, streets and squares, sur-
rounded by houses and other build-
ings two or thrco stories high. Tho
edifices contain nil klniln of ininHi
utonslls. pots, urns, vases, and so- -

forth. In somo of tho streets fulls,
of earth and rock have obstructed
the naanapna hut-.- , nannvnllv tin. .liu
itor can walk about freely without s
much as lowering hla hoail .

Th. high degree of civilization at-
tained by the inhabitants of the city
Is shown-b- y tho fact that they built
in novoral stories, by tho symmetry
of the streets and squares, and by
tllO beautv of the bnlcorl i'lm' mwl
metal utensils, and of tho ornaments
and coins which have boon found. It
is supposed that long centuries ago
(us city, so curoiuuy concoaicu lit
tho bowols of the earth, provided an
entire population with a refuse from
tho Incursions of nomadic imvages
and robbers.
